2. Claims 1. 4.7-8. 12-14. 16-17. 19. 21-24. 37-41 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

Claims 1 and 19 

The closest prior art of Clapper (6822698) teaches the display of a remote control on an 
interface where the remote control is shown in the perspective view. Clapper shows the user can 
interact with the remote control and as the user selects a button the remote on the display reflects 
the user's selections. The displayed remote control on the interface displays a highlighted button 
to the user as they make a selection. However Clapper is not seen as teaching a feature where 
the button is also shown in a 3D perspective view where the button being pressed is displayed as 
being pressed in a 3D view on the remote control. Therefore, the prior art is not seen as 
teachings all the features of the claims. 

The prior art of Jindal teaches a remote control that is displayed on the interface and 
when the user selects a button on the physical remote control the display reflects the coordinates 
of the selection to the user. The prior art of Jindal shows a remote control in a 3D view. Jindal is 
not seen as teaching a feature where the button is also shown in a 3D perspective view where 
the button being pressed is displayed as being pressed in a 3D view on the remote control. 
Therefore, the prior art is not seen as teachings all the features of the claims.

The prior art of Kolde teaches a remote control that also physically displays the remote to 
the user. Kolde teaches the user selects a button on the interface and an animation is shown 
reflecting the user's choice. The animation is not shown on the remote but is shown as a button 
superimposed over the content on the screen. Kolde is not seen as teaching a feature where the 
button is also shown in a 3D perspective view on the remote where the button being pressed is 
displayed as being pressed in a 3D view on the remote control. Therefore, the prior art is not 
seen as teachings all the features of the claims. 

Therefore, the claims are allowed over the prior art specifically in light of the amended 
feature of updating the 3D representation of the remote by displaying a 3D perspective view of 
the button being depressed on the 3D representation of the physical remote control. 

Claims, 4,7-8, 12-14, 16-17, , 21-24, 37-41 

These claims are dependent upon Claims 1 and 19 and are thus allowable.
